pany. He said that Curt Ev ans’ ac­ 
count was closed in October, 
19 11, 
and that Denny nev er had any. 
He 
did not remember that the bank had 
any deposits from Ev ans last fall or 
summer. 
The cashier testified that on Oc­ 
tober 30, 19 11, Seward opened an 
account and deposited $200.

ous to that he had no account since 
19 09 . and that was a v ery small one, 
Mr. Sexton said.

Counsel for Seward objected when 
this question was asked on the theory 
that the answer would 
incriminate 
the witness and that lie had a con­ 
stitutional right to 
refuse < n that 
ground. 
This was 
only 
one of a 
series of objections made by the de­ 
fense during the trial. This was the 
only case in which the witness was 
compelled to answer against his wish. 
Raymond Springer, attorney for the 
petitioner, showed the board an an­ 
swer either way by Denny would not 
incriminate him although it might in­ 
criminate Ev ans. 
The refusal of witnesses to answer 
certain questions, put by 
Attorney 
Springer, on the constitutional right 
theory was left an open question at 
the close of the trial. The board was 
to return a decision in the matter 
earlier in the trial but deferred the 
matter and finally let it go all togeth­ 


er. 
Allen C. Hiner, city editor of the 
Daily Republican, was the next to the 
last witness on the stand. He testi­ 
fied he saw a record of the issuance 
of a gov ernment license to B. Seward 
& Company of Rushv ille, Ind., in the 
internal rev enue office in Indianapo­ 
lis.. He said it was issued December 
G. 19 11, and that he saw the record 
December 11. 
It was one of the contentions of 
the petitioner that Seward made false 
affidav it in swearing he was sole own­ 
er in obtaining a county license. This 
was the only direct proof the com­ 
missioners heard as Seward refused 


her 24. 
Mr. Sexton produced the account 
of Donald t^mith. at the request of 
Attorney Springer, and testified it 
showed a check for £ 200 was deposit­ 
ed to the credit of Mr. Smith. 
He 
said the account showed the check 
was, the one for $200 issued by Curt 
Ev ans. 
He testified there was no 
$150 check deposit to the credit of 
Mr. Smith. 
Curt Ev ans was called to the stand 
again and declared lie had no inter­ 
est in the Seward saloon. He swore 
he had nothing to do with the room

Growing double apples seems to be 
a possibility as a tree in the orchard 
of Milt Carr in New Salem produced 
fourteen perfect double apples last 
season.

The tree yielded fourteen bushels and 
this was the first crop.

The terminal side of the apple 
resembles a face rnd the apples as a 
whole look like tomatoes, just ripen­ 
ing. » The apples hav e been named 
“Richland Belle” and from now onj 
this will be the name of the species.

IS DETERMINED 


Makes Plain His Position Re­ 


garding the Nomination. 


HE IS IN THE FIGHT TO STAY 


"Nothing but Death Can Keep Me Cut 
of the Fig ht Now,” Mr. Taft is 
Quoted a s Say ing in Answer to the 
Many Rumors and Sug g estions Con­ 
cerning the Possibility of His Re­ 
tirement From the Race. 


W ashing ton, J an. 4.—Presiden t Taft 
spoke plainly and to the point for the 
first tim e in his 
occupancy of the 
W hite H ouse and for the first time 
since Colonel Roosev elt and others in 
the Republican party beg an practically 
to doubt his av aila bility for re-eleo 
tion, when he said con cern in g his 
im m ediate future in presiden tial poli­ 
tics: 
“ Nothing but death can k eep me ou t 
©f the fig ht now.” 
The president added that he had n o 
objection to this sta tem ent bein g made 
public. The president, 4t may be said, 
w a s not g oaded into making this state­ 
ment. He was in g ood hu m or an d was 
just as kindly and pleasant as u su al, 
but he ev idently felt that in v iew of 
recent 
mors and sta tem ents an d es­ 
pecia lly in v iew of Gov ernor Osborn 's 
sug g estion that he shou ld retire, the 
tim e had come when his ex act position 
should be made k n own .

first time, 
too, 
Colonel 
Roosev elt’s position was made k n own 
by personal friends in this city .

declared that R oosev elt is in the fight 
for the nomination and added that

evenings

April 1 the days will have lengthened 
just 14 minutes;

As time g o e s the sun will rise earlier 
and set later until the maximum of 
length is reached in the slimmer and 
dawn breaks at 4 o’clock and the twi­ 
light lingers until after 8.

QUEER OLD MAN OF THE SEA 
O K IN G ARTIFICIAL LACE 


Mechanism and chemistry combined 
hav e furnished France with 
a 
new 
product—artificial lace. 
The general 
public has heard little about it, but 
the lace manufacturers of Lyons, Ca­ 
lais and Caudry hav e for some time 
past been much perturbed ov er this 
unexpected competition, to which they 
will hav e to submit. 
Artificial lace Is in effect a manu­ 
facture of 
a v ery 
simple 
nature. 
There is no weav ing employed in its 
production. 
The machine consists in 
its essential parts of a receptacle con­ 
taining 
a cupro-ammoniacal solution 
of cellulose, a metallic cylinder upon 
which Is engrav ed the negativ e of 
the design and a coagulation v at. 
A rotary motion is giv en to the cyl­ 
inder, ov er which flows the solution, 
which, entering the interstices of the 
engrav ed pattern, fixes itself immedi- 
tely in the coagulativ e liquid, out of 
which emerges the texture ready to 
be dyed and dressed. 
Artificial lace has a beautiful ap­ 
pearance. 
It is homogeneous and un­ 
alterable; will wear better and is less, 
combustible than ordinary lace 
Wa­ 
ter dcc3 not affect it.

desired 
pattern can be obtained by engrav ing 
a now cylinder.

rying Explosives On Trains. 


senger trains engaged in interestate 
commerce, 
and also 
prohibits 
the 
concealed shipment of explosives on 
freight trains. 
Within the last month, it is stated 
by the railway bureau, 
there 
have 
been many violations of the law re­ 
ported. 
Miners, it is said, have been 
caught carrying giant powder and 
dynamite in smoking cars, wrapping 
the explosive in paper and handling 
it carelessly when on board train. In 
some ca ses, it is said, hlasting caps 
were found with the dynamite. 
The 
public in general is asked 
by 
the 
bureau of explosives to report viola ­ 
tions of the law to 
Colonel 
B. 
W. 
Dunn, chief 
inspector, 
New 
York 
city. 
Some of the railroads recently be­ 
gan a campaign to educate~employes 
in the sa fe transportation of explo­ 
sives, and all regulations regarding 
the handling of dangerous articles, 
the labeling of cars containing high 
explosives and highly inflamable ma­ 
terial, were explained in lectures to 
railroad men in all parts of the coun­ 
try. 
Illustrations of big railway dis­ 
asters caused by careless handling of 
explosives were given.
